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REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 



Claims 

Claims 1, 39-41 and 43-48 are pending in the application; and stand rejected on 
prior ait grounds. The applicants have amended claim 1 in order to overcome the 
rejections. Please enter amended claims 1. 

Claim Rejections — 35 USCS 102 

Claims 1. 39-41 and 43-48 

Claims 1, 39-41 and 43-48 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Andreiko et al. (United States Patent No. 5,456,600). 

The applicants have amended claim 1 to include the elements: “said software 
further executable by said processing unit enabling said user in printing one or more 
•views of said customized virtual orthodontic archwire thereby assisting a practitioner 
treating the orthodontic patient in making necessary adjustments to the arch wire in 
accordance with the one or more printed views of said customized virtual orthodontic 
archwire”. (For support see Specification page 56, lines 19-22.) Andreiko does not 
disclose this novel element. In view of the above remarks, independent claim 1 is 
certainly novel over and not anticipated by Andreiko, and the applicants respectfully 
request that the anticipation rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) of claim 1 should be 
withdrawn. 

Regarding claims 39-41 and 43-48, each of these claims depends, either directly 
or through an intervening claim, from independent claim 1 . In view of the remarks 
presented above in support of withdrawal of the anticipation rejection of claim 1 under 
U.S.C. 102(b), the applicants respectfully submit that the Examiner’s grounds for 
rejection of claims 39-41 and 43-48 under U.S.C. 1 02(b) are moot, and request that the 
anticipation rejection of claims 39-41 and 43-48 under U.S.C. 102(b) should also be 
withdrawn. 
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Claims 1, 39-41 and 43-48 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Lemchen et al. (United States Patent No. Re.35,169). 

As noted above, the applicants have amended claim 1 to include the elements: 
'‘said software further executable by said processing unit enabling said user in printing 
one or more views of said customized virtual orthodontic arch wire thereby assisting a 
practitioner treating the orthodontic patient in making necessary adjustments to the arch 
wire in accordance with the one or more printed views of said customized virtual 
orthodontic archwire (For support see Specification page 56, lines 19-22,) Lemchen 
does not disclose this novel element On the contrary, Lemchen discloses an apparatus 
only for planning orthodontic treatment from scratch for new patients, hi view of the 
above remarks, independent claim 1 is certainly novel over and not anticipated by 
Lemchen, and the applicants respectfully request that the anticipation rejection under 35 
U.S.C. 102(b) of claim 1 should be withdrawn. 

Regarding claims 39-41 and 43-48, each of these claims depends, either directly 
or through an intervening claim, from independent claim 1 . In view of the remarks 
presented above in support of withdrawal of the anticipation rejection of claim 1 under 
U.S.C. 102(b), the applicants respectfully submit that the Examiner’s grounds for 
rejection of claims 39-41 and 43-48 under U.S.C. 102(b) are moot, and request that the 
anticipation rejection of claims 39-41 and 43-48 under U.S.C. 102(b) should also be 
withdrawn. 



Claims 1, 39-41 and 43-48 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Andreiko et al. (United States Patent No. 5,368,478). 

Again as noted, above, the applicants have amended claim 1 to include the 
elements: "said software further executable by said processing unit enabling said user in 
printing one or more views of said customized virtual orthodontic archwire thereby 
assisting a practitioner treating the orthodontic patient in making necessary adjustments 
to the arch wire in accordance with the one or more printed views of said customized 
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virtual orthodontic archwire (For support see Specification page 56, lines 19-22.) 
Andreiko does not disclose this novel element. On the contrary, Andreiko discloses an 
apparatus only for planning orthodontic treatment from scratch for new patients. In view 
of the above remarks, independent claim 1 is certainly novel over and not anticipated by 
Andreiko, and the applicants respectfully request that the anticipation rejection under 35 
U.S.C. 102(b) of claim 1 should be withdrawn. 

Regarding claims 39-41 and 43-48, each of these claims depends, either directly 
or through an intervening claim, from independent claim 1. In view of the remarks 
presented above in support of withdrawal of the anticipation rejection of claim 1 under 
U.S.C. 102(b), the applicants respectfully submit that the Examiner's grounds for 
rejection of claims 39-41 and 43-48 under U.S.C. 102(b) are moot, and request that the 
anticipation rejection of claims 39-41 and 43-48 under U.S.C. 102(b) should also be 
withdrawn. 



Favorable consideration of the amendment and allowance of all claims is 
reqxiested.
